URGED BY DRY CHIEF 


WASHINGTON, M arch 13—Nego­ 
tiation of liquor treaties with Great 
Britain and Cuba, as aids in putting 
an end to rum smuggling Into this 
country’, was said last night by high 
internal 
revenue 
officers 
to have 
been advocated by Prohiibition Com­ 
m issioner Haines. 
Treaties were desired, it was ex­ 
plained, to handle the Canadian bor­ 
der situation and to better control 
exports of Equor from Cuba and Ber­ 
muda to this country. 
Prohibition officials also have un­ 
der discussion a proposal for declar­ 
ing 
rum 
running 
vessels 
to be 
pirates through negotiation with for­ 
eign nations looking to the cancella­ 
tion of the registry of such ships. 
Many of the larger liquor ships 
carrying illicit cargoes of alcohol, it 
was said, 
anchor just 
outside the 
Umit of custom s 
jurisdiction 
and 
send the cargoes 
ashore 
in small 
boats. 
The war upon these craft is being 
successfully waged, officials assert­ 
ed, but the cargo vessels are beyond 
the reach of the law. 
If they sailed 
w ithout proper registry papers they 
would be branded as pirates outside 
the law and outside the law of every 
navy in the world. 
At the state 
departm ent it was 
said that no proposals for negotia­ 
tions of this sort are under consider­ 


ation as yet. 
International 
discus­ 
sion of American prohibition would

During the past year the invoice

000 stock this means a loss of from 
$4,000 to $8,000. 
It means that the 
merchant has taken a loss of that 
much on his goods. Is It any wonder

of doing business is greater than it 
was before the war. Wages of help 
have not fallen to that of the pre-war
